At last the long agony is over, the jury has ren- 
dered its verdict, and death by hanging is the doom 
of seven of the imprisoned socialists. 

a new trial will be 


carrying the case to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

And now that our position has been so well defined 
in previous numbers of Lucier in regard to tho uso 
of force in tho conflict between labor and law-en- 
trenched capital, we tlink we can well afford to 
speak plainly on the question of the justice or in- 
justice of the verdict just rendered in the case of the 
condemned men. 


ai 


Briefly as possible then we ask, What have these 
seven men 50 Nn that they should be strung up by the 
neck between heaven and earth as though fit for nei- 
ther? Have they killed anybody or have they assist- 
elas principals in killing anybody? We maintain 
that the prosecution utterly failed to prove that any 
one of these soren men threw the deadly Lomb or 
that they advised the throwing of that particular bomb. 
So far as wo have heard no one maintains that either 
of tha condemned men was proved guilty of this spe- 
cifig deadly act or of dircetly counseliug the commis. 
sion of said act. Why then should they be hung? 
The answer is simply because the jury believed that 
they were proved guilty of “conspiracy” resulting in 
the death of the policemen. 


But conspiracy is a very indefinite term. If every 
man who counsels the use of force in resisting despot. 
ic authority is guilty of conspiracy against govern- 
ment, then the courts of Chicago and of the country at 
large will have their hands full in prosecuting conspir - 
ators, We are no lawyer nor jurist Put have always 
been told that a specitic “overt act” must be traced to 
the parties accused of such conspiracybefore tho crime 
of conspiracy can bo proven. This we maintain has 
not been done iu the case of the Chicago communists. 


Again, ik it he n crime, if it be “eonspiracy” to conn- 
del the use of force as a menns of settling the Inbor 
troubles what must we say of such utterances as 
theses 

“STand-gronudes (bombs) should be thrown amony those 
who are striving to obtain higher wages, as by such treat- 
ment they would be taught a valuable lesson, and other strik- 
ora would tako warning by their fate.” 
“Phere shall bo blood and rivers of it, before the policy of 
the government shall bo changed,” 
“(ive them tho rifle diet fona fow days, and sco how the 
liko that kind of bread.” 


“The simplest plan, probably. wheu one is not a member of. 
a humane society, isto put strychnine or arsenle in the meat 
and other supplies furnished tramps. This produces doath 
inu short dime, and ia a warning to otber trampa to koep out 
of tuo neighborhood,” 


“A linge dried byot cuttor to slice them up in very thin 
slices, with salt aud pepper thrown in between euch silico, the 
slicing to commenco at tho feet and work upwards would be 
good to suppres frocdom of speech,” 

These ave the well-known ullerances of capitalists 
and their allies. IE men must be condemned for “ine 
cendiary” linguage, would it not be the fair thing to 
include the enpitnlists whose utterances we have just 
quoted?

In his reply to E. II. Heywood, 
G. II. Walser says: 


You say adults should mike and dissolve 
theirown contracts in marriage just as 
well as they can iu business, That right 
is already accorded them, ‘Two parties 
cannot make the most simple of con- 
tracts unless they conform to the rules 
of law in dolngso. A pig or a pound of 
soap cannot be bought aud sold withont 
an observance of the law, A co-partner- 
ship cannot be made or dissolved with- 
ont the aid of the law; neither cana 
marriage contract. 


This is a fair sample of a lawyer's 
special pleading. r. Walser well 
knows, none better, that the laws 
governing the dissolving of business 
contracts are fundamentally differ- 
ent from those which governinsuits 
for divorce, and it seems hardly pos- 
sible that he could think that the 
least informed of his readers would 
be deceived by his sophistical state- 
ment. Every one knowsthat in dis- 
solving a business partnership it is 
not necessary that one of the part- 
ners should accuse the other of 
commission of what the law regards as 
n crime, When the parties can agree 
as to the terms of settlement, all 
legal proceedings are mero formali- 
ties, and when they cannot agree, a 
suit at law is not a criminal action, 
usually. But how different it is 
when the parties to n sexual con- 
tract of the species known as mar- 
ringe, desire to dissolve their pattner- 
ship! It was easy enough for them 
toenter into this partnership, all 
that was required being the due ob- 
servanco of certain not very con- 
plicated nor rigid formalities, buat 
when this man and woman reach 
the conclusion that they will be 
better and happier apart’ than to- 
gether, they lind that n criminal 
action must be begun. Neither 
may know of a single actually erimi- 
nal or legally criminal act of whieh 
the other has been guilty, But this 
makes no difference, a false charge 
must be made or the parties must 
contmue an undesired and unloving 
union, And the attorney, G. II. 
Walser has the hardihood to say 
that in marriage the parties thereto 
have the legal right to dissolve 
their own contracts! “That right 
i ` 
is nlready accorded them.“ These 
ave his own words. He knows that 
the statement is totally lacking in 
every clement of verity.

fectly willing to obey the law of liberty 
if he could, aud is therefore free in iu- 
tention, Some would contiue the term 
“invader of liberty” to mero slave mak- 
ers; but it is plain that, in wy truno 
sonso of the word, froadom implies the 
right to control one’s honestly aoqnirod 
property, us well as to control one's per- 
son, and that to disposo of that property 
without the owuer's consent, is as truly 
antiuvasion of his liberty as mayhem, 
kidnapping, or murder. Therefore the 
consistent Anarchist glass ifles all crimes 
as invasions of liberty, aud such con- 
straint or coercion of tho criminnl as 
may bo necessary to restore or maintain 
ine rights of the individual invaded, or 
about to beinyaded, he regards as a de- 
fense of liberty, The logical Annrch- 
ist does not, I contend, oven use 
the word self-government, for the 
same state of things ocenrs in the 
human body as in the body 
politie. The individual is a confedera- 
tion of organs for mutual assistance and 
defense: Prego Society is a caufederation 
of individuals for the samo purpose, 
‘Lhe organs of the body have the same 
right to grow and develop, in other 
words fo be free, as tho individual Lasin 
society. Lor one organ to invade tho 
rights of others, is to destroy the pliysi- 
cal order (health) and produce disease. 
Byt thero is a fine division of labor 
among the organs; and the task of su- 
pervising and maintaining this orderly 
freedom has been deputed to the brain 
and other great nervo coutors, just asa 
company of Anarchists might agree to 
make the wisest of their number 
enardians and defenders of the 
liberty of tho rost. These have 
no right to invade, but ouly 
to keep the uthers in a state of equal 
liberty eo far as may be possible. Tlins 
it the hands should attempt to lucorate 
the legs, the legs would appeal to the 
brain, and the hands would be compelled 
to desist from invasion, and to muke 
puch compensation (by application of 
soothing lotions for 18g ane as justice 
demanded. Here then, as fur as it goes, 
it is n trne analogy between a health
